3. Military Background: 


Enlisted as flying cadet in the Aviation Section of the Signal 
Reserve in June 1917, First commissioned service was with the 
14th Foreign Detachment. Completed a course in advanced flying 
in France and was assigned to the 91st Aero Squadron in February 
1918, In fall of 1919 was assigned as Commanding Officer of the 
Eighth Aero Squadron at McAllen, Texas. In 1926 graduated from 
Air Corps Tactical School at Langley Field, Virginia, In June 1927, 
completed the course at the Command and General Staff School at 
Fort Leavenworth Kansas, then returned to Langley Field as instructor 
at the Tactical School, Graduated from the Army War College in 1933, 
In Plans Division, Office Chief of Air Corps, 1933-35; G-3, GHQ Air 
Force, 1935-36; Instructor, Infantry School, Fort Benning, Georgia, 
1936-38, In 1939 became Chief of Production at Wright Field, Ohio; 
following year served as Assistant Attache for Air in Paris, In 
March 1942, assumed command of the Fourth Air Force, and in July 
of that year assumed command of Allied Air Forces in the Southwest 
Pacific, and also the Fifth Air Force. In June 1944, in addition to 
his Allied Air Command, was given command of the Far East Air 
Forces which combined the Fifth and Thirteenth Air Forces. In 
December 1945, was assigned temporary duty with the Military Staff 
Committee, Joint Chiefs of Staff, and was sent to London for the 
duration of the United Nations Conference. In April 1946, was 
designated Commanding General of the Strategic Air Command, with 
Headquarters at Andrews Air Force Base, Maryland. On 15 October 
1948 assumed command of Air University at Maxwell Air Force Base, 
Alabama. Retired 31 August 1951, Since 1951 General Kenney has 
been President, The Arthritis and Rheumatism Foundation, New York,
